Processions in the Streets— Serenades, Bon- 
fires, Eto—A Ride Down the River— 
Off to Chicago. 


Sr,Lovis, Mo., October 4.—Fair weather,

at midnight last night, and processions and 
brass bands were moving aimiessly up and 
down before the hotel before breakfast this 
morning. 

The president and Mrs, Cleveland, despite 
the continuous round of star spangled hospi- 
takity which they have experienced, are in ex- 
cetient health and spirits. 

Towns and cities all along the line of travel, 
at which it is proposed to make stops, have 
sent telegrams to Colonel Lamont, asking that 
more time be given and places not on the list 
are urging that visits be paid them. In every 
case, so far, a reply has been sent to the effect 
that it will be impossible to change the pro- 


Today's programme of entertainment com- 
préhendad a reception, boat ride, & ride to the 
fair grounds, a gorgeous evening pageant, ball 


and departure for Chicago. 

At 9 o'clock the president was met at the 
hotel by a committee and escorted to the court- 
house under protection of a troop of mounted 
police. 

THE DRUMMERS IN LINE. 

The programme for two hours was the recep- 
tion of the Commercial Travelers’ association 
& St. Louis, and such other citizens as could 
find opportunity to make their way to him. In 
other words, it was strictly a public reception. 
The rotunda of the courthouse was handsome- 
ly decorated with evergreens and bunting, and 
on a step of the richly curtained pagoda the 
president took the hand of each man as they 
passed. About 500 traveling men had return- 
ed to the city for the occasion, and passed by 
in single file. 

Following them was a crowd, and handshak- 
ing continued until 10:00. The shakers had 
all sorts of grips, and it was often necessary 
fom the president te twist his hand from a 
hearty grasp.

but he declined, and she was moved down the 
line cewildered. The reception over, the presi- 
dent hurried to his carriage through a side en- 
trance, and was driven to the excursion boat 
“itp of Baton Rouge,” lying at the foot of 
Chestnut street. At the same time Mrs. Cleve- 
land left the Lindell house, and was aboard 
the boat a few minutes later than the presi- 
dent, and the vessel steamed down the river for 
a trip to Jefferson barracks, The saloon of the 
vessel was handsomely decorated with flowers. 
The United States arsenal band was in attend- 
ance. There were between three and four 
hundred invited guests on board, including 
mémbers of the Iroquois club of Chicago and a 
number of Graud Army men. The trip was 

otteu up as a relief for the president and Mrs. 

‘leveland from the almost constant round of 
reéeptions and other more or less exacting fes- 
tivities ashore, and in this regard was a de- 
cided success. 

Mississippi river. scenery, though not as in- 
spiring as scenery has an absorbing interest of 
its own for strangers, and can nowhere be seen 
so well as from the deck of a steamer.

The lunch 
over, they proceeded to the giand stand and 
witnessed some trotting races and returned to 
the hotel for dinner.

THE DEPLETED RANKS. 
A Talk With Mr. Powderly About the 
Knights. 


MINNEAPOLIS. Minn., - October 4.—The 
Knights of Labor convention was called to 
order at eleven o'clock, but as the credentials 
of delegates had not been examined, adjourn- 
ment was taken until evening. In an inter- 
view today, Mr. Powderlv said: - | 

“It is no doubt true ‘that our numbers are 
fewer than they once were, but we understand 
each other better. There were a great many 
who came into the order through curiosity and 
the excitement of the times, but they did not 
have the interests of the movement at heart, 
and have dropped out.” 

At 3o’clock the general assembly Knights 
of Labor was again called to order, and the re- 
port of the committee on credentials received. 
Some 135 delegates were favorably reported, 
while a few were without indorsement of the 
committee. The principal case was that of 
J. R. Buchanan, a Denver ‘‘kicker.’’ Over 
his admission there was a long and warm dis- 
cussion, which was protracted till 7 o’cleck, 
when the convention adjourned till 9 o’clock 
tomorrow morning. Buchanan’s chances for 
admission are regarded as very poor. 
It is umderstood that his case, 
as well as several others, were given to 
the committee on credentials for further con- 
sideration during the night. In pursuance of 
these instructions, the committee held a long 
session this evening, but kept their delibera- 
tions strictly secret. - 


ing that other contested cases would be easily 
disposed of, but that with the principal contest 
they would probably occupy the time till to- 
morrow noon. As soon as the roll of delegates 
is completed the regular order of business will 
be taken up, but it is not now expected that 
the report of Mr. Powderly will be reached till 
Thursday or Friday. 

Perhaps the most important proposition that 
is likely to come before the general assembly is 
a scheme to unite the Knights of Laborjand the 
national farmers’ alliance, now. in session in 
Minneapolis, into one organization. The plan 
now proposed is to make the farmers’ alliance 
a national trade body, with the title of the 
National District assembly. 

“This would make a team,’’ said a leading 
delegate today, ‘‘which would move the earth. 
With the farmers with us, we could do what 
we would toward the accomplishment of the 
purposes of both bodies.”’ 

General Secretary Charles H. Litchman, 
who arrived today, said in an interview: 

“The organization was never so strong, both 
financially and otherwise, as itis today, and 
the organization is now on a sound business 
basis. Delinquents have all been weeded out 
within the last year, and every man repre- 
sented in the organization today is by right en- 
titledto membership. That is the principle to 
work on. The business of order can be success- 
fully conducted in no other way.” 

There are several ladies among the dele- 
gates, but there is only one whois a general 
officer. This is Mrs. Lenora M. Bavoy, of 
Amsterdam, N. Y., general investigator of the 
condition of women and children. 


THE VESSEL WENT DOWN. 


The Schooner Havana Sinks—Three Persons 
Drowned, 


St. Jos=pu. Mich., October 4.—The schoon- 
er Havana, owned by Captain A. P. Read, of 
Kenosha, was sighted off this port yesterday 
morning, tlying signals of distress. The vessel 
was ina sinking condition, and the crew were 
unable to aan it head clear of water. Cap- 
tain John Curran concluded to beach her, if 
possible, and headed for the shore. At nine 
o’clock, when she was about three-fourths of a 
mile off the shore, the vessel went down and 
the crow was seen toclimb into the rigging. 
There were seven men aboard. Captain Cur- 
ran, Stewart Jolin Morris, and a sailor named 
Josepli Clint, climbed: into the main rigging, 
and others into the fore riggitg; as the vessel 
gave a heavy lurch the mainmast crashed over- 
board, carrying three mén into the breakers. 

They struck ont for shore, and when last 
seen were breasting the waves. They were 
probably drowned. The remaining four men 
clung to the cross-trees for nearly three hours, 
when a tug came to their rescue. It took 
nearly three-qunrters of an hour to get the 
men trom their perilous position. The mate 
had his arm broken before the vessel sank, but 
clung to the mast with the grit of a hero. The 
captain and crew of the tug deserve much 
praise for the rescue, as there was a terrible 
sea running, and the little tug was tossed 
abont so that those who watched itfrom shore 
thought she would surely founder. The Ha- 
vana had a cargo of six hundred tons of ore. 
She Kes about six miles north of this port, in 
10 to 12 fathoms.

A Propeller’s Hard Luck in Lake Michigan 
Yesterday. * 

Sr. Ienacr, Mich., October 4.—The Cana- 
dian passenger propeller California, which left 
Chicago Saturday night, was struck by yester- 
day’s gale on Lake Michigan. Her hold soon 
filled and extinguished the fire, and about one 
o'clock, when off St. Helena, she broke up and 
went down. Seven of the crew reached Point 
Les Barbes in a life boat in an almost lifeless 
condition, and those not accounted for are 
Captain John Trowk,the first mate,purser,first 
engineer, second engineer, one fireman, cook, 
cabin boy and two lady passengers.

They Hold Secret Conferences Undisturbed 
by the Police. 

Bgrwrn, October 4.—A secret conference of 
German socialists, lasting three days, has been 
held at St. Gall, Switzerland. Eighty dele- 
gates were present. The police were com- 
pletely hoodwinked, and had no knowledge of 
the meeting until after its adjournment. The 
socialist leaders Singer and Hasenclever, acted 
as president atthe different sessions.

He studied awhile and decided 
he would buy the male, and he gave his notes 
and carried the mule off, Well, [ had noidea 
of getting anything out of him, but at the end 
of the yearthat negrocame and took up his 
notes and paid for the mule. 

*_ “Fle’set in'to work again, and next spring I 
got hold of anather mule, and I sent him word 
thathe could have that one also. He came 
and bought it ona credit, and at the end of the 
year he was as puctualas before. Somehow he 
rot confidence in himself, and the third year 
Re decided to try it on hisown hook. He 
traded these two mules for a couple of Texas 
ponies, and accepted the offer of a neighboring 
farnser to clear up and cultivate some old fields 
for all he could make the urst year. 

“I thought then he was busted, but he came 
out with several hundred dollars ahead that 
year, and he decided to invest in a place of his 
own. The place cost eight hundred dollars, 
and be had three hundred, so hecame to me 
to heip him. 

“T knew the land was worth the other five 

hundred, so L agreed to advance the other five 
hundred, if he would sign a mortgage to the 
roperty. Along toward the end of the year 
i came in one day ju-t before the notes were 
due, and hung a ound the store, looked at 
first one thing and then another, as negroes 
will do, and 1 kept waiching him, fecling cer- 
tain.that he would come up with a poor mouth 
about short crops, and so on. : 

“Afterawhile he came into the office and 
said; ‘Boss, I come to pay dem notes,’ and he 
pulled out a roll of money and counted out the 
sum that was due the end of that year, and 
paid it. Well, sir, was most agreeably as- 

‘Yonished. At theend of the second year the 
other note was paid, and now that negro owns 
his own farm with stock to run it, and has 
plenty to live up: n.”’ 

“That's a case out of the 
usual run, is it not?’’ asked a gentleman pres- 
ent. * 

“Well. [can hardly say. There seems to 
be a sense of hcnor and integrity.in paying an 
obligation attached to the average farmer ne- 
gro that Is most ;iaseworthy. I know last 
year a negro who was working ona place of 
mine below here, came inte town and stam- 
méred around andtold me his family needed 
some shoes and clothing, and he wanted me to 
stamul for him. I knew the negro was indus- 
trious, so] gave him an order for six or seven 
dollars’ worth of goods, and he went off happy. 
To tell the truth, I hardly expected 
to get it out of him, except through the over- 
seer, but when cotton-selling time came he 
brought in his cotton and I sold it for him. 
When he came to get his share, I deducted 
my biil from it and handed him about one 
hundred and fifty dollars as his part. 

“He took the money and leoked at it and

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BUSTIAN’S GUT. 
A Queer Locality Near Macon With An 
Uncouth Name. 

Macon, Ga., Uctober 4.—-[Special.]—About 
three miles below Macon, between the line of 
the Southwestern and the Georgia Southern 
and Florida railroads, is a queer place, long 
known as Bustian’s Gut, from an old settler 
named Bustian, who used to live there. In 
company with Mr. O. G. Sparks, Jr., your 
correspondent rece out there today. 

The scenery is sublime. The roadway runs 
along on the verge of a steep dechivity 
that descends alinust perpendicularly a dis- 
tance of sixty to seventy fect to the edge of 
the dense swamp of the Ocmulgee river, which 
is here four or fivé miles in width. From the 


roadway one has an extensive sweep of miles | 


and miiles of swamp and canebrake. The tops 
of the trees are far below the level of the 
road, so that the highlands beyond the exten- 
siveswamp are in full view. This wooded 
cliff extends for several miles, gently curv- 


ing «around from south to east, and 
at ‘the bottom there is an  oozy 
run that follows the curvature all 
the way around. About four miles from Ma- 


con is the point where the Georga Southern 
crosses the gut and enters the swamp. 

Of course, there is a high embankment at 
that point, reaching outinto the swamp for 
several hundred feet to where it mects the 
trestlipg. Thousands of loads of earth and 
clay have been hauled in, and the bank is now 
wme twelve or thirteen feet high. 

But the greatest thing is that this bank has 
sunk of its own weight ten or twelve fect into 
the boggy bottom of the gut,and on either.side 
the shaky surface of the “morass 
bas been raised outward and upwardto a 
height of eight orten fcet. Yesterday it be- 
gan sinking again, and today that portion of 
the embankment was three or four feet below 
the level. 

Beyond the gut there lis alittle ridge of 
land somewhat higher and firmer, and this has 
not sunk. The trestl ng begins beyond this, 
and extends acress the broader run, until it 
meets the long embankmentthat reaches up 
to the city. 

Some of the hands are rather superstitious 
abont the land sink, but they keep at work all 
the same.

To see a ground- 
squirrel flitting to his burrow with an acorn 
in his mouth is a very pretty symptom of 
the change from summer to fall, but it is 
not a more certain symptom than the spec- 
tacle of a group of children waddling along 
in the road with their faces and their frocks 
smeared with ripe persimmons, 

To our minds, the last symptom is much 
the jucier of the two, belonging as it does 
to the mixed and multitudinous phenomena 
that result from the amalgamation of art- 
lessness and appetite. The symptoms of 
change of which we have been speaking are 
not to be seen in the city, to be sure. Brick 
walls and paved streets are deaf and dumb. 
The citizen knows it is summer when he 
| fecls.uncomfortable and sees the soda-water 
fountains in fall blast; he knows it is fall 
when cold chilf¥ begin to run up his back 
and the restaurants hang out their fly-blown 
oyster signs; and he knows it is Winter 
when the coal dealer's collector begins to 
pursue him. 

But this is the extent of his knowledge. 
Stove-pipes, grates, brick walls, rickety 
pavements and the pufling of locomotives 
are not very close to nature; but in Atlanta 
they are closer than some people suspect, 
for one has only to walk an hour ‘in any 
direction to find himself in the very heart 
of nature, so to speak. Once there, the 
blindest citizen can find all the signs for 
himgclf, and he will, be accounted a worthy 
discoverer,

On ly last week I inet him upon the street with 
brand new pair of shoes, L looked at his foot we ar, 
as I always do—-his pedal coverings have an irre<ist- 
ibic fascinat’o 1 for me—and said with a smile. ‘Is 
the down-trodden African still beneath your feet?” 
In the most matter-of-fact way and without the 
shadow of a smile he answered, “I suppoe you 
mean to inquire if I still wear shoes made of the 
skin of anegro. I certainly do, and I don’t pro- 
pose Changing in that respect until I find a leather 
that is softer and will last longer and present a bet- 
terappearanec. I have no s:ntiment about this 
matier. Were I a southerner—in the American 
feuse of that wori—I might be aceused of beiny ac- 
tuated by a race prejudice. But Lam a forcigner 
by birth, althoueh now an Ameriean citizen by nat- 
uralization. I fougtt in the rebellion that the 
blacks might be fieed. I would nse a white man’s 
skin forthe same purpose if it were sufliciently 
thick, and if any one had a desire to wear my epi- 
dermis upon bis fect ater I baye drawn my last 
breath he has my ante-mortem permission.”

One cf the dudest dudes in town ear- 
ries a watch safe covered with a portion of the skiu 
of a beautiful young woman who. was found drown- 
ed in the Delaware river. _Jt still retains its natural 
Calor, .Another young man with whom 1 am ac- 
quainted. carries a cigar case made of negro skin, a 
ghastly skull and cross bones appearing on one side 
in relief, One ofthe best kuown surgeons in this 
country, who resides in this city, has a beautiful in- 
strument case entirely covered with leather nde 
from an African’s skin. A young society lady of 
of this city wears a beautiful pair of dark shippers, 
the remarkable lustrousness of whose leather inva- 
riably excites the admiration of her fricnds when 
they sce them. The voung doctor who presented 
them to her recently returned from an extended 
forcign tour, and he told her that he had purchased 
them from a Turk in Alexandria and that he did not 
know what sort of leather they were made of, but 
he supposed it was the skin of seme wild animal. 
Asa matter of fact, the skin came froma negro 
cadaveriwhich «nce wes prone on a Jefferson college 
dissecting table, and the leather was ;repared in 
Womeilsdorf. The rosettes on the slippers were 
deftiy fashioned from the negro’s kinky hair. 

You may think all this very ghastly and yery 
dreadful, but, as the doctors say, it is nothing when 
you become accustomed to it. Medical men natu- 
rally become callous in such matiers, and death 
loses for thent many of its terrors; until, of course, 
they themselves have to look the grim monster 
in the face. Ihave seen young medical students

There were mnie litile matters that re- 
lieved the monotony and tedium of the convict 
investigation yesterday. 

When the court opencd Mr. Hoke Smith 
rose to make the second argument, im behalf of 


.the state. Senator Brown, District Attorne 


Ifill and Colonel Albert Cox had spoken in 
half of the defense, and it was supposed that. 
Mr. Smith would devote his attention to the 
arguments of the defense. 

MR. SMITH'S SECOND SPEECH. 

In beginning, however, Mr. Smith declared 
that gounsel for the defense, including the dis- 
tingtished senator, had not touched bis legal’ 
position—“not only my position, but thet of 
the associate counse!, Judge Hillyer. 

“The distingnished senator laid down tle 
proposition that the act of 1876 created cor- 
porations, but he presented no argument iy 
support of it... He cited no authority im sup- 
port of the view he took—he seemed satistied 
that no anthority was necessary, the shmpl¢ 
assertion on his part being all sufficient.”” Mr. 
Smith then wenton to review his position, and: 
only cited the argument made i in support of the 
defense to show that his position had not been 

even assailed. 
AN ALLUSION TO SENATOR BROWN. 

Referring to Senator Brown, Mr. Smith said 
“But the distinguished senator says, ‘suppose 
you return to the old system, you will have 
$500,000 to expend for permanent buildings,’ 
etc. He pictures large sums of money being 
paid out for the support of convicts, and adds, 
‘the taxpayers will not bless the memory of 
those when they are out of office, who, in the 
exercise of a maudlin sympathy, transferred 
the burden of support from the shoulders of: 


the felons, and placed it upon the shoulders uf : 


the honest tax-paying masses of. Georgia.’ 
After this he proceeds to diseuss the financial 
advantages of the lease, and rejoices over the 
money Georgia has made from the use of her 
criminals. 

‘While claiming no special ken asa prophs 
et, I venture to say that few Georgians can be 
found willing ‘to treat this great question of 
convict punishment 80 completely from the 
standpoint of gain, and possibly even the 
opinion of the distinguished senator is slight! 
warped by the ducats he himself has pockete , 
and still wishes to pocket, from the systein he 
supports. His imagination has overdrawn the 
expense, while he failed entirely to recognize 
the real law and facts of the case.

CHICAGO, October 4.—The feeling ‘in the wheat 
market this morning was rgther more bullish, but 
little news of interest was developed and changes in 
prices were slight. Trading was mostly confined to” 
small foperators.

It wassaid thata westera railroad had ex- 
tended low rates on corn from Iowa and Missouri, 
which expired September 30th to “October 50th, 
which will probably increase the receipts during the 
ensuing month. 

Oats were dull and quiet. There was a fair cash 
business done, but that was by sample. The regu- 
lar market was rather neglected, owing to specula- 
tive orders being light. Rather an easier feeling 
prevailed, and a slight shrinkage in values is shown 
for cash ang near fututes. Still there was no impor- 
tant eater 

Provisions were easy, and nothing of consequence 
doing in the market. Offerings were moderate on 
speculative account, and there was no particular 
demand from any source. Liberal receipts of hogs 
attracted some attention, and in a Measure checked 
the inquiry for speculative articles, Prices were 
more favorable to buyers, though the reduction was 
slight. October and January met with the most 
favor. The inquiry on shipping account was fair, 
and offerings moderate with transactions at slightly 
reduced prices, Receipts of products were fair and 
shipments unusually heayy. Liverpool was easier 
in bacon. The eastern markets were quiet and easy.

PERVERTED FROM ITS PURPOSE 
and its powers abused by the creating of fifteen 
to twenty companies. A regular transforma- 
tion seene has been going on in Georgia. Les- 
sees have died out, sold ont, backed out, 
swe a out, or got out somehow. ate 

‘These companies were to be bona fide citi- 
zens of Georgia. President Brown is the only 
man who lias violated the act in this respect 

“The act never contemplated the division 
of convicts among stockholders. It did not 
tolerate it. 

“The committee of which I was chairman 
had no money, and we paid oy4own expenses. 
The railroad passes were withdrawn, and we 
had difficulties to contend with. We had to 
abandon the inspection of camps and convicts. 
We placed cur investigation on a higher plane 
than the disclosures from ‘convicts. ~We ob- 
tained our testimony from the lessees and the 
wen they employed, and I have got 

ALL THE INFORMATION I WANT, 

and the system stands condemned by the civi- 
lization of the age. It is a perfect farce. I 
expended out of my own pocket $200. Enough 
testimony has been elicited todamn_ the sys- 
tem everlastingly. ‘he lease aet was a fraud 
and a swindle from its highest inception to its 
lowest execution, 

“W. B. Lowe and J. E. Brown are my warm 
personal friends. 1 have no favors-to ask, no 
friends to serve, no enemies to punish, no new 
field, You could not get me to touch a convict, 
with a forty-foot pole, sweetened with mo- 
lasses.
